The body was Wontiflod, and CTnvenus 
was arrested at h,s country home and 
brought lo Richmond for trial

evidence showed that he was in Richmond 
on tho night of her death. That she would 
have been a moth.T in two months; that 
Cluverius 
had seduced hor, and an un- 


broken lino of ovtdonce connected him 
with her murdor 
He waa tried in the Hustings Court of 


Richmond and found guilty of murder He 
appealed to the Supreme Court of Appeals 
of Virginia, and this court sustained the 
lowor court, and ho wai resentcnced to be 
hanged on the 19th of December, 15S8 
At 


tho request of Dr. Hatchor ho was re- 
prieved until to-day, and no step was for- 
gotten which would have tended to aid 
him Tho case has attracted groat atten- 
tion on account of its character. 


Cluverius was twonty-flvo years of age, 


and bred a lawyer, graduating at Rich- 
mond College hora 
Ho was a member of 


the Baptist Church and n suporlntendent 
of a Baptist Sunday-school. 'Ho wrote a 
book before ho died, but there is no con- 
fession In it, and nothing new.' It is being 
hawked about tuo streets for sale to-day.

The estimates submitted by the clepurt- 


ment have been allowed in nearly every 
case, the sub-committee having reached 
tho conclusion that the appropriation re- 
quested could not be reduced without in- 
jury to the service. 


The only legislation attached tp the bill 


is a provision authorizing the expenditure 
of a sum not exceeding $CO,000 for tho 
transportation of postal cards, stamps, 
etc., by freight. The department expects 
that the adoption of this provision will
